Councillors opt not to reduce allowances 


THE chairwoman of a panel which recom¬ 
mended that councillor allowances be 
reduced by £500 has said she is ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ the proposals have not been 
implemented. 

Josephine MacLean, who heads the 
Independent Remuneration Panel, said 
that a reduction of the basic allowance for 
councillors at Luton Council from £7,500 
per year to £7,000 would ‘reflect’ the 
position of residents in the town. 

During a council meeting on Wednesday 
the plans were rejected by the Labour 
party, who instead voted to freeze the 
current allowance. 

The move was supported by the leader 
of the Conservatives Cllr Michael Garrett 


who said that ‘low allowances could dis¬ 
courage potential councillors from stand¬ 
ing for the position’. 

However, the decision was criticised by 
Liberal Democrat leader Cllr David Franks 
who said it reinforced the perception that 
councillors ‘are only in it for themselves’. 

Mrs MacLean said: “The average wage 
in the town has gone down and at the 
moment we have a lot of people looking 
for jobs and times are hard. We are disap¬ 
pointed that they didn’t accept our recom¬ 
mendations that the allowance should 
reflect the situation in Luton.” 

Councillors can still decide to take a vol¬ 
untary £500 pay cut but it is unclear at 
the moment how many will do so. 


Council in 
£9.3m hole 
over busway

THE construction costs for 
the Luton Dunstable busway 
are currently over budget by 
more than £4 million, we can 
reveal. 

Construction and design 
costs for the project have risen 
from an initial contract price 
of £51.6m to a ‘target cost’ of 
£55.7m. 

And Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire Councils have a 
shortfall of £5.2m in its 
required £9.83m contribution 
to the £89.2m scheme which is 
being Government funded. 

The figures are in a docu¬ 
ment due to be discussed dur¬ 
ing a council meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The busway has been plagued 
by delays in recent months and 
is set to be open for business 
later than expected this year. 

In recent years the council 
has undertaken a number of 
major projects in such as the 
Ml Junction 10A improvement 
scheme and the Luton Town 
Centre Transport Scheme in 
the past few years. 


Both the above projects and 
the busway have been identi¬ 
fied as being ‘high risk’ in the 
2013/14 budget which was 
passed during Full Council on 
Wednesday. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor David Franks has 
criticised the council’s han¬ 
dling of the scheme. 

He said: “Major capital 
schemes run by Luton Council 
rarely come in on time or on 
budget and I have always 
thought their expectations of 
financial contributions from 
developers was optimistic. 

“It is no surprise to me that 
the busway looks like leaving a 
£9.3M headache. The scandal 
is that none of the senior 
Labour councillors seems to 
have seen it coming and they 
are still denying it’s a problem. 

“What they will not say is 
where the money is going to 
come from, my guess is that 
they will end up borrowing it 
which will lead to more prob¬ 
lems with interest charges and 
repayments.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council reported as long 
ago as October 2011 that the 


target cost for the construction 
contract had risen to £55.2m 
from the tender price of 
£51.6m. 

“The construction contract is 
however, only one element of 
the overall project and, while 
its costs have increased since 
the Final Approval Business 
Case was submitted to the 
Government, and are current¬ 
ly estimated at £55.75m. 

“Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire councils have 
been able to secure savings on 
the overall cost of land acqui¬ 
sition which compensates for 
this. 

“Under the terms of the fund¬ 
ing agreement with the 
Government, Luton and 
Central Bedfordshire Councils 
are required to underwrite the 
local contribution of £9.8mil- 
lion to the scheme’s capital 
costs. 

The spokesman added that 
the £5.2m shortfall was a result 
of third party finances being 
impacted by recession and 
that both councils were seek¬ 
ing ‘external funding sources 
while closely monitoring the 
risks’.

Youth sentenced after 
being found with gun

A 16-year-old has been given a 
12-month custody sentence for 
being found in possession of a 
loaded hand gun, a lock knife and 
ammunition. 

The youth, who Luton on Sunday 
cannot name due to legal reasons 
and has no previous convictions, 
was sentenced on Tuesday at 
Luton Youth Court. 

The teen will spend six months 
in custody before undertaking a 
six month training order. 

He pleaded guilty to the charges 
soon after being arrested and he 
had been put on an electronically 
monitored curfew. 

During proceedings the court 
heard how the boy, who was 15 at 
the time of the offence, had been 
standing on Dunstable Road on 
November 15 last year. 

Bedfordshire Police officers who 
were patrolling the area 
approached him as they thought 
he was looking suspicious but the 
youth ran away. 

As the police pursued the boy 
they saw him throw a bag away 
before going to hide behind a 



parked car. On recovering the bag 
officers found inside a loaded 
Walther P38 self-loading pistol 
(pictured) with four live rounds, 
including three hollow point bul¬ 
lets designed to expand on impact. 

They also found a lock knife by a 
car near where the youth had been 
crouching. 

The court heard how the teen¬ 
ager said he was unsure of what 
was in the bag, but suspected that 
‘it contained an unlawful item’. 

Before passing judgement the 
magistrate said: “We have given 
this serious consideration. The 


offences when taken together are 
so serious that only custody is suf¬ 
ficient.” 

Speaking after the sentencing, 
Detective Inspector Martin Peters 
said: “I am satisfied that a danger¬ 
ous individual has been removed 
from our streets and will not be 
able to cause any more fear or 
harm to residents. 

“This individual was not afraid 
to carry a loaded weapon and we 
have to be thankful that there was 
not an opportunity for the gun to 
be used. 

“While the actual threat caused 
by gun crime is very small and 
does not affect the vast majority of 
law abiding people within 
Bedfordshire, we are not compla¬ 
cent about the dangers posed by 
these weapons. 

“We would therefore urge any¬ 
one who has information about 
people who carry or have access to 
illegal weapons to have the cour¬ 
age to come forward and speak to 
the police. 

“With the help of the public we 
can rid our county of the weapons 
and reduce the small number of 
people affected by gun crime still 
further.”

‘Prolific’ robber 
guilty of theft 

A WOMAN has admitted stealing over 
£600 worth of goods from town centre 
stores. 

Alieyah Gonjales, 28, of Old Bedford 
Road, Luton, pleaded guilty to four 
charges of theft at Luton Magistrates 
Court on Wednesday. 

The court heard that Gonjales visited 
the British Home Stores (BHS) shop on 
George Street on January, 5th where 
she stole two quilted bed throws worth 
£ 200 . 

When caught, she was also found to 
have £20 worth of items from Peacocks 
on her. 

She returned to BHS on January 30, 
and took a bed set valued at £65, and 
again on February J6, where she 
attempted to take a bed linen set and 
other household items which totalled 
£347. 

Defence solicitor James Bailey- 
Woodward admitted that Gonjales 
was a ‘prolific robber’, but said that she 
needed help with an addiction to hero¬ 
in and crack cocaine. 

She was released on conditional bail 
and will next appear at Luton 
Magistrates Court on March J4.

The man, who 
is in his 70s, was treated for 
smoke inhalation.

The emergency services were called 
to Castle Road in Luton at around 
noon on Thursday, after the vehicle, 
which was carrying around 20 gas

A MAN who fell from a 
footbridge in rush hour 
traffic has miraculously 
escaped with just cuts 
and bruises. 

Police officers were

“Everywhere she went, eve¬ 
rywhere she worked, she just 
made more and more friends. 

“This has come as a massive, 
massive shock. 

“The first we knew of it was 
when we got a knock at the 
door from police at lam on 
Monday morning. 

“I’m overwhelmed by the 
number of messages that I 
have received since I heard 
the news, they are keeping me 
going. 

“My thoughts are with her 
friends as much as her friends’ 
thoughts are with me. 



“They all meant the world to 
her. 

“She is leaving behind two 
sisters and a brother, a niece 
and nephew who miss her 
dearly already.” 

Samantha, whose maiden 
name was Greening-Hussey, 
grew up in Luton, attending 
Crawley Green Infant School, 
Wenlock funior School and 


Ashcroft School. Police 
thanked the public for their 
help with the inquiry, code- 
named Operation Westfield. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Mark Preston, of the Surrey 
and Sussex major crime team, 
said: “Our thoughts are with 
the family of Sam as they try 
to come to terms with her 
death.”

£580 per day have been 
made to individuals 
working for Luton 
Council, it has been 
revealed. 

The wages, seen by the 
Luton on Sunday, have 
been paid to at least 14 
interim workers at vari¬ 
ous points during the 
last two years. 

All payments were 
made to interim staff, of 
which 12 worked five 
days a week, with one 
working four days and a 
project accountant who 
worked on various days. 

Among the earners 
was a former interim 
head of Adult Social 
Care, who received 
£580 a day and a former 
head of Housing and 
Fixed Assets who was 
on £550 a day. 

Garnet Consulting 
Limited received £650 a 
day for the services of 
one of its two co-direc¬ 
tors who worked as a 
project accountant. 

The list on the right 
details the daily pay¬ 
ments and contract 
length of the workers. 

‘Change Leader’ refers 


to staff on the Luton 
Excellence team which 
has been tasked with 
identifying savings 
which can be made at 
the authority. 

A council spokeswom¬ 
an said: “The council 
will from time to time 
employ either addition¬ 
al or specialist resource 
on an ad-hoc basis 
where this cannot be 
met by the existing 
establishment. 


“Interims are engaged 
to cover existing vacan¬ 
cies which are either 
hard to fill on a perma¬ 
nent basis or are subject 
to restructuring pro¬ 
posals and are there¬ 
fore best covered by 
flexible resources.” 

She added that con¬ 
sultants were a ‘source 
of specialist knowledge 
and experience’ not 
readily available inter¬ 
nally.

High-paid staff in spotlight 


MORE than £23 million was spent 
on highly paid council staff in the 
last year. 

Research carried out by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance (TPA) shows 
Central Bedfordshire Council paid 
‘remuneration’ to 207 people, in 
2011/12 which totalled £12.9 mil¬ 
lion, while Luton Council handed 
out at least £50,000 to 156 staff at 


a sum of £10.3 million. Both 
authorities have said they are 
working to reduce the numbers of 
staff in such roles. 

Cllr Maurice Jones, at Central 
Beds, said its figures showed 
there were 199 people who 
received more than £50,000 and 
the majority were teachers. 

He added: “We have undertaken 


a review and reduced this tier of 
management by 25 per cent.” 

A spokesman for Luton Council 
said: “Due to budget cuts, the 
council undertook a review which 
resulted in a reduction of one cor¬ 
porate director post and the num¬ 
ber of heads of service being 
reduced from 23 to just 15 - an 
annual saving of over £500,000.”

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Over £4m owed to 
courts in county

MORE than £4 million in court 
fines is owed to courts in 
Bedfordshire, a Freedom of 
Information request has 
revealed. 

The figures, released by Her 
Majesty’s Courts & Tribunals 
Service (HMCTS), show that in 
September 2012 the amount of 
fines owed to courts in the coun¬ 
ty stood at £4,286,800. 

Between April 2007-September 
2012, £3,685,200 was ‘legally 
cancelled’ after cases had been 
reconsidered by judges whilst 
£2,967,000 was ‘administratively 
cancelled’ as a result of individu¬ 
als dying, permanently emigrat¬ 
ing or becoming untraceable. 

In the same period £15,671,475 
in fines was collected and a total 
of £23,079,714 in fines was 
imposed by courts in the county. 

An officer for HMCTS said the 
department was unable to give 
the amount owed to individual 
courts in the county. He also

said that ‘many fines will be 
ordered to be paid in instal¬ 
ments but the full amount to be 
paid will be shown as outstand¬ 
ing including any instalments 
not due to be paid yet’. 

The amount of outstanding 
fines has been criticised by the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance who said it 


undermined the court system. 

A spokeswoman said: “There’s 
no point in dishing out fines if 
people are not handing over 
what they owe. 

“If offenders can easily ignore 
the penalties, then it seriously 
undermines the whole concept 
that crime shouldn’t pay.”

The 91-year-old royal,

visit. 

His Royal Highness 
met with doctors and 
nurses and was given a 
demonstration of the 
cardiology catheterisa¬ 
tion laboratory. 

Dr Christopher Travill, 
a consultant cardiolo¬ 
gist at the hospital and 
the clinical director of 
cardiology, said: “The 
opening of the Cardiac 
Centre is the realisation 
of a dream. 

“Around one third of 
all preventable deaths in 
Luton and the surround¬ 
ing area are due to car¬ 
diac problems and until 
now, people had to trav¬ 
el to other specialist 
centres for investiga¬ 
tions which can be very 
stressful for patients 
and their families.

CONCERNS have been 
raised over plans to turn an 
old care home into a bed and 
breakfast hotel. 

It is believed that Luton 
Borough Council is now 
looking at tightening the 
rules regarding planning 
applications, as it sold The 
Mount care home in 
Tennyson Road, Luton, last 
year on the proviso that the 
building was used to provide 
care. 

But an application to 
change the use of the prem¬ 
ises into a 35-room hotel has 
angered both residents, who 
believe the building will 
become a hostel, and 
councillors alike. 

When asked about the 
proposals at a public meet¬ 
ing, councillor Sian Timoney 
said: “We will be looking in 
more detail in terms of what 
this planning application 
really is. 

“We have exactly the same 
concerns as you. 

“In the future the council 
will have to look at tighten¬ 
ing the rules and stipulations 
about what a property can be 



used for. There could be 
scope for stricter controls 
over particular sites but this 
has to be within planning 
laws. 

“I have asked officers to 
investigate this and how we 
could move forward.” 

However Kevin Todd, of 
Kingswood Design Ltd, who 
is acting as the agent for the 
proposals, said: “I have no 
idea about talk of a hostel - 
the proposals do state clearly 
that the premises would 
become a hotel.”

All asbestos is potentially 
deadly. There is no distinction 
between white, blue or brown 
asbestos in the lethal effect it 
can have. 

Roughly 4,000 people in the 
UK die every year from asbestos 
related diseases, which make it a 
bigger killer than road deaths. 

So we don’t need people in 
authority playing down its 
danger. I fail to see why you 
would do that and believe you 
all ought to be thoroughly 
ashamed of yourselves. 

Before the death rate declines, 
due to the substance being

whatever 


banned, it will have killed up to 
a quarter of a million people in 
this country. 

Asbestos is made up of thin 
fibres, which can break down 
into thinner fibres. 

These cannot be seen by the 
naked eye but can be breathed 
in. 

These fibres are only danger¬ 
ous if they are made airborne 
and breathed in but all types of 
asbestos fibres are potentially 
fatal if breathed in. 

They are not themselves 
poisonous or carcinogenic but 
when asbestos fibres are 
breathed in they can become 
stuck in the lungs. 

The lungs try to remove them 
which causes scarring that 
eventually leads to either 
asbestosis or a type of lung 
cancer known as mesothelioma. 

The disease is very unpleasant 
and almost always fatal. 

So, let’s get rid of asbestos, get 
rid of it safely and get rid of all of 
it. 

Properly compensate victims 
and their families. 

And make sure all types of 
asbestos are banned from ever 
being used again.

Helpers wanted to 
start new chapter

THERE is nothing better than 
losing yourself in a good book. 

Whether it be chick-lit, a 
murder mystery or an autobiog¬ 
raphy about a superstar, the 
escapism you get from reading is 
incomparable. 

But how would you get your 
reading material if you were ill, 
or unable to leave your house? 

Currently, around 300 residents 
in Luton are signed up to the free 
Home Library Service, which is 
provided by the Luton Library 
Service. 

The system relies on 26 volun¬ 
teers and four part time staff 
who pick books for each individ¬ 
ual customer and deliver them 
personally to their homes. 

While this important scheme is 
working well, Luton Library 
Service is keen to sign up more 
volunteers to enable more time 
to be spent with each resident. 

Jane Showell, marketing and 
communities manager for Luton 
Culture said: “The Home Library 
Service is a brilliant idea and is a 
real lifeline for those who are 
housebound or struggle to trav¬ 
el. 


“We are able to provide between 
10 and 20 books in ordinary or 
large print, jigsaws, audio books, 
music and audio visual items. 

“Both staff and volunteers 
deliver these items to the cus¬ 
tomer once every four weeks. 

“Customers can also reserve 
any items free of charge that are 
in stock in Luton, Bedford 
Borough or Central Bedfordshire 
libraries. 

“We can also send the books to 
the library nearest to the volun¬ 
teers to pick up and deliver.” 

When asked why the initiative 
needed more volunteers, Jane 
said: “It is to do with time. 

“We must not forget that some¬ 
times the person delivering the 


books may be the only person a 
customer speaks to or even sees 
on that day. 

“Sometimes the customer 
would like to have a little bit of a 
chat or a cup of tea, but the 
volunteer has a commitment to 
get all of their books delivered. 

“It would be lovely if we could 
make our service even better by 
being able to spend that extra 
special time with our customers. 

“As the volunteers pick books 
especially for specific individu¬ 
als, it would also help if they had 
time to build up a rapport, and 
get to really know their likes and 
dislikes.” 

But what does being a volun¬ 
teer really involve?

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Jane added: “It is a commit¬ 
ment, and we need people that 
can commit regularly. 

“Most of our volunteers work 
for at least a couple of hours per 
month. 

“They can decide to either work 
with our staff to choose the 
books for the customer and 
deliver them, alternatively, they 
can simply deliver the boxes of 
books. 

“Once our customers get to 


know someone, quite under¬ 
standably, they like to see a 
friendly face and for the same 
person to come to see them. 

“We appreciate everybody 
leads busy lives and many only 
have a few hours to spare per 
month, but we would ask that 
volunteers do keep it up every 
month. 

“The Home Library Service is 
something that people really do 
rely on, and it would be great if 


we could get more volunteers to 
become a part of that.”

Survey says rail firm is 
no smooth operator

TRAIN operator First Capital 
Connect (FCC) has been voted 
the worst service in the country 
in terms of customer satisfac¬ 
tion according to a survey. 

The Which? questionnaire of 
7,500 rail commuters found that 
FCC, which provides services 
from Luton, had the worst rank¬ 
ing of all train providers with 
only 40 per cent of customers 
saying they were satisfied. 

The four least popular compa¬ 
nies were First Capital Connect, 
Greater Anglia, First Great 
Western and South Eastern while 
Virgin, c2c, London Overground 
and Mersey Rail were voted the 
best. 


Just this month, Luton South 
MP Gavin Shuker slammed the 
operator, saying: “FCC has under 
performed throughout this con¬ 
tract, failing to carry out com¬ 
mitments made in their fran¬ 
chise agreement.” 

Responding to the survey 
results, an FCC spokesman said: 
“This research quizzed just 461 
people online out of the 170,000 


we carry every day. A face-to- 
face survey by rail watchdog 
Passenger Focus, which is audit¬ 
ed by the Office of National 
Statistics, shows that 81 per cent 
of our passengers are satisfied or 
very satisfied with our service 
and 13 per cent are neither satis¬ 
fied nor dissatisfied. 

“Just six per cent expressed dis¬ 
satisfaction.”

A ROAD will be closed for around four weeks to 
allow ‘essential maintenance works to take place.’

Cllr Dave Taylor said: “We appreciate this work 
may inconvenience some residents, which is why 
we are doing all we can to ensure it is carried out as 
quickly as possible. 

“We will be making sure that residents who live 
around the area are kept informed, and I would 
encourage anyone who has any questions to get in 
touch.”

Homeless chari

LAST year a report produced by 
Compact Voice, an organisation 
that links charities with gov¬ 
ernmental organisations, 
showed that the amount of 
funding charities were receiv¬ 
ing from councils was falling. 

It sent Freedom of Information 
requests to 352 local authorities 
and found that 56 per cent of 
councils that responded had 
reduced their grant funding in 
the past two years. 

And the situation is no differ¬ 
ent in Luton where a number of 
voluntary organisations have 
seen their budgets fall in recent 
times. 

One of them is LAMP, a local 
Christian charity based on 
Napier Road that helps homeless 
people aged between 16-25 find 
housing. 

It has been operating for over 
15 years but after losing a large 
chunk of its funding last year it is 
facing the possibility of shutting 
down later this year. 

A main source of the charity’s 
income has come from Luton 
Council in the form of £150,000 
per year that went towards its 
total budget of around £200,000. 

However, that revenue stream 
ceased last year following the 
council’s decision to sign a con¬ 
tract with Penrose, a third sector 
organisation, for various servic¬ 
es in the town including assis¬ 



tance with homeless people. 

The new contract replaced the 
authority’s previous agreements 
with 14 other service providers 
in the town. 

John Archer, the CEO, of LAMP 
said although he understood 
that economic times were put¬ 
ting a strain on public financies, 
he was hoping to convince the 


council that the work LAMP 
does was worth funding. 

He said: “In terms our services 
we provide help with independ¬ 
ent living in the private sector 
and negotiating with landlords 
so that the young people can 
have somewhere to live. 

“We give advice to over 200 
homeless people a year and

house about 50 a year depend¬ 
ing on what have available. We 
also talk to about 2,500 children 
in schools all over the town and 
the community every year about 
the dangers and problems of 
homeslessness.” 

Earlier this year, a govern¬ 
ment-funded study commis¬ 
sioned by the national homeless 


charity Crisis and undertaken 
by the University of York was 
launched. 

The research, called ‘Making It 
Count’ looked at the ‘social 
value’ that different voluntary 
organisations gave to their com¬ 
munities. Mr Archer said he 
used it to get an idea of how 
effective LAMP was. The find¬ 


ings found that the charity’s 
work was bringing a lot of bene¬ 
fit to the town. 

He said: “When we gave them 
the numbers for the work LAMP 
did it actually generated a social 
value to the town of £800,000. 

“So we take in about £200,000 a 
year for our operating costs but 
our value to the town in terms of 
the work we do is worth about 
£800,000 according to this 
model. 

“We are all about looking after 
our young people until the day 
they are able to stand on their 
own. We actually have a saying 
at LAMP that we want to mari¬ 
nate our young people and not 
microwave them. We don’t want 
to offer short-term support. 

“But when you lose 75 per cent 
of your funding you will strug¬ 
gle. If we go under then all the 
young people we have on our 
books could lose their tenancies 
and become homeless. Most of 
the landlords have given them 
the accommodation because we 
are supporting them. 

“The young people would go 
back on the council’s books as 
they have a statutory duty of 
care for them and the burden of 
looking after them would go 
back to the town in some shape 
or form. 

“But I am hopeful. We have 
meetings coming up with the 
council and we are hoping to 
show them that the work we do 
is worth saving.”

“On the other hand, in the, 
unlikely, event of anything going 
tragically wrong we would be 
alerted very quickly” 

Mick Chidgey, Assistant 
Director at Dogs Trust, said: “The 
welfare of working dogs is criti¬ 
cally important - they have the 
same basic needs of any intelli¬ 
gent, sensitive animal.

It’s a bad day at the office 
for Die Hard action series 



FILM REVIEW 

A GOOD DAY TO DIE HARD fl2A] 

Running Time: lhr 35mins 

Out Now 

WHAT an absolutely sacrilegious 
way to treat one of the most belov¬ 
ed franchises of all-time. 

Bruce Willis must have simply 
returned for the payday in this 
messy action film that bears little 
or no resemblance to the John 
McClane we know and - for a lot of 
people anyway - love. 

It’s no wonder he looked so disin¬ 
terested on his recent The One 
Show appearance - him complain¬ 
ing about the bizarrely titled fifth 
instalment was the least of its 
worries. 

This is simply not a good day for 
the man - who brought us ‘The best 
action film ever’ with the 1988 orig¬ 
inal - simply treading water in this 
Moscow-set actioner, and he seems 
like he can’t wait to get home to 
count his cash. 

This is arguably the first ‘banner’ 
title of the year, and pales in com¬ 
parison to January’s Oscar- 
competing releases - with no heart 
and a cliched script that would 
have been lucky to get an ‘F’ at 
GCSE drama. 

Granted, the sequels got progres¬ 
sively sillier after the five-star first 
film - even Vengeance and 4.0 were 
entertaining despite their flaws - 
but this is nothing short of a blatant 
cash-in that isn’t worthy of the Die 
Hard name. 

This time McClane goes to Russia 
in search of his recently incarcer¬ 
ated son Jack (the very wooden Jai 
Courtney from TV series Spartacus: 


War of the Damned), who then 
turns out to be a CIA agent protect¬ 
ing Commie turncoat Komarov 
(Sebastian Koch), who is about to 
spill the beans on the Chernobyl 
nuclear disaster. 

To make things worse the film has 
been cut to a ‘12A’ certificate for the 
UK market from its ‘R-rated’ US 
rating (which should have meant at 
least a ‘15’), and only really boasts a 
generic car chase, a couple of 


action (including one fairly decent) 
set-pieces and an okay-ish twist. 

It has also been slashed to barely 
90 minutes - by far the shortest Die 
Hard film - and that was more than 
enough for this brainless slice of 
action. 

And even when the trademark 
McClane humour kicks in - you’re 
so disappointed it’s hard to even 
raise a snigger. 

As a standalone action movie it 


may have been just passable, but 
this is the Kingdom of the Crystal 
Skull of the franchise - and I simply 
wish they had never made it. 

It would probably be best for the 
series to now die, but here’s hoping 
at some point they’ll complete the 
second trilogy with a final film 
worthy of the name: John McClane 
- one of the finest action heroes of 
the last generation.

DACIA DUSTED 

Dacia's Duster SUV comes to market with Renault 
power but an identity all of its own. 

Cheap 4x4s and Crossovers like the Nissan Qashqai are 
already firmly entrenched in the segment this model wants to 
target, but the Dacia is armed with a list price that looks set 
to make a step change in how we buy new cars. Even with 
diesel power and all-wheel drive, as tested here, it's still at 
least 25% less than obvious rivals. Interested? You should 
be. Entry-level Duster model prices are based around the 
provision of a breathless 105bhp 1.6-litre petrol engine. Most 
UK buyers though, will give this variant little more than a 
cursory glance on their way to sign up for the infinitely 
preferable 1 lObhp 1.5-litre dCi diesel we tried. On paper, this 
unit doesn't seem much quicker than the petrol version, the 
sixty sprint occupying 11,8s in the 2WD model and 12.5s in 
the 4WD on the way to a top speed that again is around 
104mph. In practice though, there's all the difference in the 
world between petrol and diesel options, since for dCi 
buyers, pulling power rises by fully 60% from 148 to 240Nm. 
As for handling, well it may well come as quite some surprise 
then, to learn that the market consensus in Europe, where 
this car has already been on sale some time, is that this 
Duster has the sort of ride/handling compromise that would 
shame rivals many thousands of pounds more expensive. 

It's also very capable off road, thanks to a 210mm ground 
clearance and a neat Nissan-developed three-mode

Sweet nothings lead to 
mystery around Buckle

THE Luton Town press officer, Andrew 
Barringer, has not missed a Hatters game in 
four years until this week. He was absent from 
the 1-1 draw with Macclesfield on Tuesday as 
he was in Austria celebrating his 30th birthday. 
He did not miss much and, in hindsight, he will 
probably be relieved to have been spared 
watching Luton scrape a draw against a side 
who played three quarters of the match with ten 
men. 

But how the club’s executive team wish he 
was around this week to help fight the fires fol¬ 
lowing the departure of Paul Buckle. Indeed, the 
fact his leave was not cancelled - as has been 
the case at some league clubs when a big story 
is about to break - confirms the exit of Buckle 
came completely out of the blue. 

There were no signs, not publicly at least. 

Gary Sweet, the managing director, spoke in 
glowing terms last Thursday about Buckle’s 
reign and seemed determined to change the 
club’s revolving door policy of hiring and firing 
managers. 

Buckle, he said, was here for the long term 
and there was not a trace of truth in the club 
lining up Steve Robinson as a successor. It was, 
however, fascinating Buckle took exception to 
the question about Robinson posed by a report¬ 
er from this newspaper and retreated into 
silence when the same reporter tried to ask him 
a question after the Millwall game. 

Buckle was, you suspect, either riled at some¬ 
one having the temerity to ask a perfectly legiti¬ 
mate question about his future on the eve of 
him leading a non-league side in the fifth round 
of the FA Cup. Or he was starting to feel on 
shaky ground and knew defeat against Millwall 
would mean the cup run would no longer be 
able to gloss over the mess Luton are making of 
their promotion push. He had become tetchy. 

Yet there were still no portents to Buckle leav¬ 
ing so swiftly. If anything, a new contract 
seemed more likely than the sack. 

Sweet and the board clearly had faith in 
Buckle as just last month they sanctioned the 
hefty purchases of Scott Neilson, David Martin, 
Wayne Thomas, Jonathan Smith and Steve 
McNulty. They also backed Buckle’s decision to 
replace Paul Carden with Stuart Cash. Allowing 
a manager to reshape his coaching staff and 
playing squad are not the actions of a board 
looking to make a change. 



Buckle also seemed content. He talked with 
determination and passion in the aftermath of 
the defeat to Millwall about outlining his root 
and branch plan to change the culture of the 
club and resuscitate the promotion bid with 
Sweet on Monday. The meeting ended up spill¬ 
ing over to Tuesday morning and, by the even¬ 
ing, Sweet had changed his tune, believing the 
parting of the ways was “best for Luton”. 

The discrepancy between the amount of 
money he would be given to do this could well 
have been a sticking point. Buckle would argue, 
with some justification, he was responsible for 
generating the unbudgeted income of more than 
£500,000 for the FA Cup run. 

Sweet may well have been under pressure 
from the board to plough it back into the coffers 
to help the club become solvent. 

The departure of Buckle was dressed up as 
mutual consent and for “genuine personal rea¬ 
sons” - as opposed to disingenuous personal 
reasons, I guess - but more often than not, this 
means sacked. 

The reaction of the players was fascinating. 
They were told by Sweet in the hotel before the 
Macclesfield game Buckle had left and were 
said to be dumbfounded, even those who Buckle 
had inherited and who had started to be mar¬ 
ginalised. 

The confidentially agreements surrounding 
contracts pay-offs mean we may never know 
the full reasons surrounding the sudden exit of 
Buckle. Yet one thing we do know is that there 
is never a dull moment at Luton. 

Always expect the unexpected.

THE midweek departure of Paul Buckle may have 
seen a fresh approach for a side devoid of ideas but 
a mind-boggling week ended with more misery as 
Mansfield struck late to grab a crucial victory and 
add further doubt over Luton’s fading promotion 
charge.

HATTERS debutant Wayne Thomas says 
his mum knew about the departure of 
Paul Buckle before any of the players. 

Buckle left as manager of Luton just 
hours before the midweek game at 
Macclesfield and Thomas says neither he 
nor his teammates have been kept 
abreast of the situation. 

“The fans seem to know what’s happen¬ 
ing before the players do,” said Thomas. ] 

“My mum text me to ask me how I felt 
about Paul leaving about one minute 
after we’d had the announcement from 
the chief executive.” 

Thomas had a brief spell playing along¬ 
side Buckle at Torquay during the mid¬ 
nineties and was awaiting his first game 
under the 42-year-old’s guidance since 
signing in early February. 

However, during the three weeks it took 
for the defender’s international clear¬ 


ance to come through, Buckle had vacat¬ 
ed his post as manager.
